Applicants believe that there are unifying structural features with respect to die, <Xih and 
an since all constitute genes encoding the same type of calcium-ion channel - i.e. T-type 
channels. As explained in the specification, these channels, and therefore there encoding genes, 
share structural features which result in the T-type characteristics of the channel itself.
